Dr. Fuchs said that when he came to Brl' 
tain from Germany he fell In naturally with 
extreme leftist people. They were his friends; 
he understood them and their thinking, And 
presumably all of them were governed by a 
deep attachment to Riuula, the communist 
fatherland. 

Gradually, however. Dr. Fuchs rose In 
prominence u a scientist Boon he found 
himself working with other eminent British 
' specialists on highly secret atomic projects 
at Harwell, England. Desplto the fact that 
he was now working for the government. Dr. 
Fuchs still felt a primary loyalty to the po- 
litical creed he shared with his first British 
friends. And hence he convinced himself it. 
was proper to pass on to Russia, the red 
fatherland, the secrets he learned at Har- 
well. 

But what concerns lu more here Is Dr. 
Fuchs' reaction to the people he met at Bar- 
~TpeiirThe"flcicntist!rtina~^otii6r"wotk«rdr their" 
friends and relatives were not like his other 
friends. They were solid' Britishers, more or 
less content with their lot, earnestly doing 
their Jobs. They didn't talk of overthrowing 
the government. 

As- time went on Dr, Fuchs grew to ad- 
mire these people. He concluded, almost re- 
luctantly and with evident astonishment, 
that they were decent folks. He found they 
had a calm assuronco about life, and some 



JcInd~or mysterious' wellspring" thaV fed' their' 
driving energies. 

But Dr. Fuchs said he did not understand 
the sources of that assurance and that drlyo. 
More amazing still, he didn't think the Brl- 
tlshcn at Harwell knew the sources them- 
selves. 

■What a startling confession of the bank- 
ruptcy of the communist Imagination. Dr. 
Fuchs could hardly accept the fact that any- 
one not a communist could be a decent in- 
dividual. And hljj mind rejected entirely the 
idea that the mqtlves which lead a non-com- 
munist to pursue a decent llfo cauld bo un- 
derstood either by him or them. 

This Is a pcrfebt example of what happens 
~~-to-a-mlnd*thorouKhlyT)olaoncil-by tho'loiirt*- 
ful propaganda, the pat thinking, the de- 
ceitful Ideology of totalitarian communism.. 
It makes for a mental Isolation so comlctc' 
that It Is almost Impossible for the afflicted 
Individual ever to buUd a bridge to human 
beings whose minds are free.
